The decision to ailow Seniox 
Ciubs a percentage of the gate 
takings, is certainly breaking new 
gvound im the Metropolican area, 
and much can be said for and 
aga mst, but it will without doubt 
be an encouragement, and an ad- 
ded inducement to officials con- 
trolling clubs, to carry on because 
they know that some of thei 
financial ircubies will be smoothed 
over, and the financial demands 
ef the past, upon the payers will 
be eliminated. 

This is going to be a potent 
factor in the scheme, as it allows 
of a tighten’‘ng up of the player’s 
responsibilities in respect to train- 
ing and discipline, and will allow 
in return privileges and conces- 
sions which heretofore were non- 
existent. 

Further, and the all-important 
fact is, that the District Junior 
Association is called upon to af- 
filiate with the District Senior 
Club, the aim bemg to give the 
Chub autonomy over the promising 
junior, and, at the same time, te 
financially assist the juniors where 
possible. 


This makes for a continuity of 
control from the junior to the 
senior player. 

The regrettable feature of the 
season, is that some of the grounds 
leased to the Clubs are not in that 
condition, which enables the play- 
er to demonstrate the finer points 
of the game, and it is a matter 
requiring urgent attention during 
the close season. 


Summarised, the general out- 
look was never better, and al- 
though a very strenuous season is 
ahead of all connected with the 
Code, still I am optimistic enough 
to say that at the close of the sea- 
so6n, Soccer Football will be on a 
higher plane in the estimation of 
its patrons, and that our standard 
of play will have shown a marked 
improvement, which is the pre-em- 
inent factor in our ultimate suc- 
cess.

“Mac’’ has 
faith in the “half take the win- 
ger” theory, whereas the chair- 
: man—and a mighty sound judge 
of what scientific football ought te 

~ be and is, is this gentleman— 
7 holds forth that the “hack “take 
the winger”’ is the eorrect method 
in good football. Tite isan) slo 
{riguing subject, for there are 
two schools of thought, and these 
schools think so differently, and 
are so diametrically opposed that 
they will never come together and 
Haye an amicable settlement. 
What is the real difference? Well, 
firstiy, let me take the “back take 
the winger’ theory. Here the 
main idea is that the two backs 
are wide apart, and that the three 
halves form a solid bulwark in 
front of goal, thereby covering 
S the three inside forwards, who are 
; rightly regarded as being the 
most dangerous marksmen, and 

: therefore ought to be most care- 
2 fully covered. : 
; Ti sounds very feasible; it 
- sounds like good logic. In actual 
J play it does not work out nearly 
so well. It requires the acme of 
understanding between backs and 
halves. It calls for backs who 
are extremely fast and very good 
at recovery. It also calls for 
packs who can place a ball when 
-they clear their line, for in this 
style of game the backs are a 
force in ageression—that is, they 


a. | 


are expected to. be able to find 
time to feed their forwards. The 
halves are pusier, and are more 
cramped in the middle of the field. 
Of course, they also are a great 
factor in all aggressive work; but 
usually you find that when this 
policy is ‘adopted the whole team 
has to adopt the short-passing 
game. Where the wing half takes 
the outside man of the opposing 
attack the work of the centre-half 
is considerably heavier, and he 
ought to haye as complete an un- 
derstanding with his two backs 
as it is possible to cultivate. But 
there is one great advantage 
about this style. All the players 
in defence have plenty of room in 
which to work, and there ought 
not to be any necessity for a lot 
of tip-tap toe work pefore the bal! 
is finally put forward to one of 
their own forwards. 


Favours Open Play. 


The whole argument comes to 
this: “Is the short-passing game 
more profitable than the long- 
passing game?’* I vote for the 
open style. I will never say it is 
the cleverer or prettier—it isn’t. 
Tt may not require such talented 
players to perform it, it may not 
call for such infinite ball control, 
put it does get results. The best 
football anyone can see is when 
you find two teams playing the 
short, sharp passing game on a 
ground which isnot too light but 
in no way heavy. This sort of 
game takes one’s breath away, 
not because it is thrilling, but 
just because it is all so accurate 
and clockwork-like. : 


But the games which produce 
the goals are those where one 
team adopts the open policy 
against another which persists in 
the short-passing game. It isn’t 
often that the latter is successful, 
especially if the halves of the for- 
mer team are cool and calculat- 
ing. If they will wait their time 
and jump in when a short pass 
is not made with the utmost ac- 
curacy, their task of breaking up 
this style of play is quite easy. 
ve had many an argument with 
old playérs on this subject. De- 
fenders have come to me and said. 
“Steve, you don’t play football. 
You drive a long pass to outside- 
left, slip up the field to receive 
the return pass, and then drive it 
home. It’s all over then.” Ad-
